Quick Action Puts Quietus on 
Obnoxious Legislation 


Good Start Is Indicative of 
Value of Organization 


First Triumph Augurs Well for 
Future Undertakings 


Chicago, March 12.—The recently 
organized National Outdoor Show- 
men’s Association was last week given 
its first opportunity to prove the value 
it is going to be to the outdoor show- 
men who are members. 


Early in the week Tom W. Allen 
and several other members brought to 
the attention of the officers of the as- 
sociation a bill under consideration by 
the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
souril, which provided for a tax on all 
amusements, and places of amuse- 
ments, in that State. 


President R. M. Harvey, of the Na- 
tional Association, immediately took 
steps to head off the unfavorable leg- 
islation by presenting the showmen’s 
side, despatching Harry Noyes, of the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Show, and a mem- 
ber of the association, to Jefferson 
City, Mo., where he was successful in 
getting in touch with ten of the lead- 
ing and influential Senators, who, after 
being given impressive and convincing 
information by Mr. Noyes, did not 
hesitate to declare that the bill would 
be killed and that it doubtless would 
not even get out of committee, since 
some of the Senators interviewed 
were on the committee in charge of 
the bill. 


The proposed law bore the title of 
“@enate Bill No. 399," and was intro- 
duced by Senator Taylor and had its 
first reading on January 29. It was 
Proposed to tax all amusements a 
State tax good for one entire year. 
This tax would be in addition to all 
taxes now demanded. Section 5 of the 
bill provided that all circuses, Wild 
West shows or trained animal shows 
would be required to pay an annual 
State tax of $1,000, provided they re- 
quired fifty or more cars for transpor- 
tation; for shows transported on less 
than fifty but more than twenty-five 
ears the tax would be $750: for shows 
transported on twenty-five or less cars 
but more than fifteen a tax of $500 
would be imposed; for shows requir- 
ing fifteen cars or less but more than 
five cars a tax of $150; for shows of 
five cars or less and more than two 
cars, $100, and for a two or one-car 
show an annual tax of $50. Section 3

A FITTING TAX 


Says Commissioner Bell as He 
Condemns Filth 


Not in Favor of Burdening the 
Small Exhibitor 


Benj. Hampton Takes Fling at 
Stars’ Salaries 


New York, March 10.—At the con- 
tinued hearing Thursday of the Legis- 
lative Committee of New York State, 
which is investigating the motion pic- 
ture industry, City Commissioner of 
Licenses George H. Bell went squarely 
on record against the filth brand of 
motion pictures and stated while on 
the stand that they unquestionably 
hurt the industry and that none of 
them could survive public conéemna- 
tion. The Commissioner also favored 
the copying by this State of some regu- 
latory commission, such as is exercised 
by his department in the city of New 
York. 

The Commissioner stated further 
that he believed that beneficial re- 
sults such as a commission would 
bring about would, in the final analy- 
sis, save enough to the producer, dis- 
tributor and exhibitor to more than 
pay for any tax, provided it was not 
too heavy. In speaking of the condi- 
tions under which such a tax should 
be imposed Commissioner Bell said 
that great care should be exercised 
before such a tax was put into effect 
in order not to burden the small ex- 
hibitor, because he is a necessity not 
only to the producer, but to the public 
as well. What is needed, according to 
the ideas of the Commissioner, is a 
State machinery imposing a small tax, 
which will keep the industry clean 
and drive out the licentious picture. 
It was the opinion of Mr. Bell that the 
short film, which has been crowded 
out by an overproduction of feature 
pictures, will come back in a short 
time. 

Another important portion of the 
witness’ testimony was devoted to the 
regulation of cabarets. He declared 
that all cabarets and restaurants in 
the city should be governed by the 
Bureau of Licenses. He stated that 
a lower court had already rendered a 
decision giving the bureau such power, 
but a higher court had reversed the 
decision, and at present an injunction 
was being prepared to further test the 
matter. 

Mr. Bell based his opinion with re- 
gard to the regulation of cabarets by 
the city on the grounds of the extra

New York, March 12.—The “nation- 
wide strike” of the White Rats against 
organized vaudeville is about the 
deadest proposition which the variety 
stage and those identified with it have 
ever experienced. Aside from an oc- 
casional disgruntled act listening to 
the call from headquarters to walk 
out, the “strike” is the most dismal of 
failures, and even the most sanguine 
of the Rat supporters are fast begin- 
ning to realize the hopelessness of 
their cause. 


From the managerial standpoint the 
“strike” has foiled absolutely, in that 
there is not a single theater against 
which the Rats have directed their ef- 
forts that is not playing its regular 
standard of vaudeville, and to business, 
which, in some instances, is even bet- 
ter than before the Rats began their 
campaign of warfare. Especially is 
this true in Boston, where the “strike” 
today enters upon its sixth week, and 
where the Rats have devoted most of 
their energies. 

After a thorough canvass of the 
“strike” situation in New York and 
Boston The Billboard believes, and is 
in a position to state with emphatic 
positiveness, that there is not the 
slightest possibility of a sympathy 
“walkout” on the part of the stage 
hands, musicians or motion picture | 
operators, and with these professions 
all firmly entrenched within the ranks 
of organized labor the Rat claims of 
unfairness on the part of the so-called 
‘unfair’ theaters against organized 
labor are absolutely unfounded and 
unjust.

Casson and Earl, formerly Jimmy Casson and 
Betty Bond, were listed at first as having «truck, 
but investigation revealed that one of the White 
Rats on the bill had locked them in their dress- 
ing room, from where they were freed by stage 
hands, and played their usual performances. 
The female member of Kelly and Mayo. one of 
the four acts to quit the Seventh Avenue, re- 
fused to go out with her partner, and will be giv- 
en work by the V. M. P. A. as a single. 


Several of the acts who walked ont from the 
Loew theaters spent much of their time Friday 
and Saturday trying to convince the managers 
that their action was prompted solely through 
fear of personal injury if they disobeyed the 
strike command, 

The Thursday night strike (7) against the 
Loew interests has set all New York not only 
chuckling, but langhing outright over the 
latest and most ridiculous of all faux pas of the 
White Rats’ executive. No sooner had the word 
gone forth that the long threatened, but not 
dreaded strike, had been called than hundreds 
of performers, several of them members of the 
N. V. A., volunteered their services, with the 
result that the Loew booking office was deluged 


with acts anxious and willing to substitute for 
strikers. In addition to these voluntary acts 
the V. M. P. A., through Pat Casey, at once 
notified the Loew Circuit that its guarantee to 
keep all showe going stood good, no matter bow 
many acts quit, so that before Thursday even. 
ing was fairly advanced every one of the af- 
fected theaters had its full supply of turns, and 
- — instances additional acts were of 
ered, 


Mr. Casey informed The Billboard Saturday 
morning that insofar as New York is concerned 
the attempted strike is dead. He thinks the 
White Rats have shot their last bolt, and that 
the executives of the order are so thoroughly 
beaten in their efforts to mislead the artists 
that they have no alternative but to resign, un- 
less they wish to be made the butt of jokes and 
laughs for the rest of their lives. 


When a representative of The Billboard saw 
Marcus Loew he said, in regard to the effect the 
matter would have on his theaters: ‘‘The whole 
thing ie the biggest kind of a joke, when only 
these few acts walk out, out of about 120 play. 
ing my houses at the time. You can see just 
what it amounts to. I haven't allowed it to 
worry me, as there is nothing to worry about. 
If that is the White Rats’ etrength, personally 
I believe it time that the International Execu 
tive of the order took a hint and made himself 
searce.”* 

Mr. Loew eaid further: “I have no sympa- 
thy whatever for the outlaws, and so long as 
I am in the show business none of them will 
ever work for me, you can depend upon that. 
There is absolutely no excuse for their action, 
no extenuating circumstgnces, and they will 
never be given work over our circuit. As a mat 
ter of fact several of the disgruntled acts were 
given work through sympathy, and one other's 
booking ran out in a week, so we are not losing 
anything.”’ 


Boston, March 12.—Another joke strike ws 
called today by the White Rats in their fight 
against organized vaudeville when they sum- 
moned out the acts playing the Emery Theater 
in Providence, R. 1. As in the case of all form 
er strike ca'ls this latest endeavor to cripple 
vaudeville met with the smallest possible re 
sponse. Ony one act, Mark Linder and Company, 
in The Criminal, a dramatic sketch, heeded the 
call, and it was announced that the act was 
forced to quit, solely because ‘‘Doc’’ Summers, 
one of the principals in the turn, is a White 
Rat deputy organizer. Linder himself, it is 
said, is not a White Rat, but had no alternative. 


The Emery Theater is booked through the 
Marcus Loew offices, and the Rats used every 
endeavor to induce the entire bill to quit, but 
without result. An emergency act was quickly 
secured, and the Emery program proceeded with 
out the slightest interruption. 

The Rate lost their nerve today when they 
fell down on their announced intention to call 
out the burlesque performers playing in Boston. 
Earlier in the day the representatives of the 
managers’ association had made a thorongh can 
vase and ascertained that even if the Rats did 
direct a strike order against the burlesque 
houses there would be less than half a dozen 
performers, none of them principals, who would 
respond, so that there was occasion for little 
worry.

The Rat« on picket duty 
here have been claiming a total Rat membership 
of thousands, Thi« ix the first public admission 
of the rapidly dwindling membership. 

The Lynn (Mass.) Street Railway Union has 
revoked its ten dollar fine order against members 
attending either the Olympic or the Central 
Square theaters in that city. 

The Quigley Cirenit, booking mainly through 
New England, which bas never been identified 
with the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso 
elation, has been put back on the fair list by 
the Rats, which gives them at least one very 
emall-time Eastern cirenit through which they 
may endeavor to «ell their wares, 

The strike ordered here last Thursday against 
the Marcus Loew houses in conjunction with fhe 
order issued to acts playing the Loew New York 
houses has fallen flat. 

Of the eight so-called ‘“‘unfair’’ theaters bere, 
not a single one has experienced any falling 
off in business, with the possible exception of 
the natural depression which the Lenten season

The White Rats, on the other Land are fast 
becoming estranged from organized labor, be- 
cause of their insistence in violating the rulings 
ef the Central Labor Union, and have reached 
a point where the Central Labor Union has 
taken a hand, and through its grievance com- 
mittee at a special session held on Sunday in- 
structed the White Rats’ officials that here- 
after in picketing theaters they must eliminate 
the statement that the theater is not fair to 
union labor. 

Last night Marcus Loew's Globe Theater here 
was placed on the picket list by the White Rats, 
by virtue of its Sunday concert policy, the 
Globe playing pictures during the six other days 
of the week. But at the Globe, as in the case 
of the other picketed theaters, the total tn 
Boston proper being but eight, the picketing of 
the last few days has been of the mildest na- 
ture and positively without result. 

On Friday night seven White Rat pickets 
were arrested by the Boston police after they 
had invaded private property adjoining Loew's 
Orpheum Theater, and had been deemed guilty 
of disorderly conduct. All of them were bailed 
out for future hearing. In Lynn, where two 
theaters, the Olympic and the Central Square, 
have been “‘blacklisted’’ by the White Rats, 
a picket was arrested and fined $10 on complaint 
of Annie Moody, church choir singer, not identi- 
fied with the theater, who alleged that he jostled 
and insulted ber in front of the Olympic. Aside 
from this activity the pickets have been remark- 
ably inactive, and aside from their constant 
droning of the request to ‘“‘friends’’ not to 
— the theaters their efforts have been 

tile 

In Boston proper vaudeville patrons, and thts 
applies even to men identified with labor or- 
ganizations, are beginning to get disgusted with 
the rantings of the Rats, especially with ref- 
erence to the charges that none but the low 
est scum of the gutters are playing in any of 
thelr so-caMed ‘‘unfair’’ theaters; that theaters 
ate “unfair to organized labor,’"’ when, as a 
matter of fact, they are employing union stage 
hands, musicians and operators, and because 
of their generally abusive and threatening attt- 
tude, both to performers and to prospective 
patrons of the various playhouses. And yet, In 
the fact of this adversity, the International 
president of the White Rats still has the 
temerity to wax enthusiastic over the outlook, 
and continues to make rash statements as to 
the real facts. He has attempted to make 
ammunition out of the fact that the Massa- 
cbusetts State Board of Conciliation and Arbt- 
tration has so far been unsuccessful in an at- 
tempt to induce representatives of the V. M. 
P. A. to engage in conference, with a view to 
possible arbitration. As a matter of fact, the 
initial overtures were made most informally, 
and as soon as President Shea, of the N. E. V 
M. P. A., received a formal request, he sub- 
mitted the proposition to the various members 
of the organization, be not having the un- 
limited powers to act for others In such mat- 
ters, as the officials of the W. R. A. U. bare 
conferred upon themselves in behalf of the 
White Rats.

destinies of the Squate Olympia anda 
the Washington Street Olympia, two of the 
*“blacklisted”’ theaters, told The Billboard today 
that so far as their circuit was concerned the 
““strike’’ bad failed dismally, last week's bus?- 
ness having been the second greatest in the 
history of the concern. Mr. McGuiness was 
emphatic in his assertions that the White Rats 
have not a leg left to stand on, as far as Bos- 
ton is concerned, and even went so far as to 
say that in his opinion vaudeville conditions In 
the Hub City were never better, even with 
the customary Lenten depression, which this 
year has been lighter than ever before. 

At Loew's Orpheum Demarest and Doll were 
booked to open today, but as soon as word was 
received that they had walked out of Loew's 
Bijou in Brooklyn last Thursday night, In 
response to the strike order, they were promptly 
canceled. There were no disappointments at 
any of the Boston or nearby town theaters to- 
day, and the only possible outlook for any 
trouble existed in Haverhill, twenty-five miles 
from Boston, where the union musicians at the 
Colonial planned to walk out, having given 
the customary two weeks’ notice, effective to- 
night or tomorrow. 

No strike ever launched in any field of en- 
deavor has been kept so well in hand as the 
New England Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association has kept the White Rat situation. 
President John Shea of the N. E. V. M. P, A. 
has handled the affair in the most business- 
like fashion, and today informed The Billboard 
that so far as the vaudeville end was con- 
cerned there was not the slightest cause for 
worry. There are plenty of good acts available 
at all times, and, in the event of any White 
Rat success from time to time, the places of 
the strikers can be filled almost before the dis- 
gruntied ones leave the theater, 


—, 


Chicago, March 12.—The White Rats’ strike 
bee, looked upon by the profession as the drone 
of the vaudeville business, and which has been 
buzzing around looking for a soft spot upon 
which to light, evidently fitted into a thistle 
patch instead of a garden of roses last week 
when it attempted to sting five theaters of the 
swall-time variety in Chicago. 

The stingees absolutely refused to be stung 
by the stingers, and it looks like the latter will 
be stung in the end—which is almost certain to 
be the wrong end. 

White Rats who have obeyed orders of their 
chiefs in the past and whe are now regretting it, 
finding themselves double-crossed by those in 
whom they trusted, even admit as much, and in- 
sist that insofar as stinging and stringing are 
concerned the White Rats have been swallowing 
more than their share from the officials in charge 
of the agitation movements, 

With the exception of a few acts, blindly 
trusting or stubbornly independent, quitting 
their jobs and threwing themselves upon the 
merey of the world (as they know they can ex 
pect nothing from the clique), and a controversy 
or two, more or less personal, the thind at- 
tempted strike of the organization, atmed at the 
Kedzie, Windsor, Indiana Avenne, Lincoln and 
Academy last Thursday, fell Jo the ground with 
a sickening thud, and has ever since been trying 
to reach the smelling galts in hopes of gaining 
the necessary etrength to arise from a bed that 
is ‘neither soft gor substantial. 

But it looks hepeless. 

The whole thing started after the big chiefs 
of the White Rate bad departed last week for 
the East, no doubt with secret thoughts that the 
managers had been lulled mto a sweet sense of 
security, and that the order, which Joe Birnes 
held to call a walkout In the small-time thea- 
ters ostensibly upon his own Initiative, would be 

easy picking.” But, oh, would-be sons of Mars, 
no such luck? 

Even as once or twice before the agitators 
had reckoned without their host they reckoned 
again—and then they reckoned they were mix 
taken. 

When Joe Birnes, with the borrowed mein 
of a martial leader, flahed down into his pocket« 
on Thureday and produced the fatal Interna 
tional Strike Order No. 3. commanding that ne 
member of the White Rats appear, play, re 
hearse or attend the theaters in question, all 
of the acts heard, but heeded not, with one or 
two exceptions. Despite the wild claime of the 
disillusioned ones, whose interests lay in strife. 
it is a known fact that the strike@was, in itx 
attempts, one of the biggest ‘“‘bloomers’ the 
White Rats have yet tried to “call.” A couple 


of tryoats at the Lincoln Hippodrome went out 
about the time “his master’s voice’’ gave the 
order to quit working and sink or swim, but 
later developments showed that they closed 
for other reasons than those set forth by the 
White Rats. An English act over at the Ma- 
jestic closed, or was canceled, it is not known 
which. To show just how big this attempted 
strike (No. 3) was NOT, it was explained that 
over at the Windsor a note was thrown upon the 
Stage to Frank Bush, informing him that a 
strike had been declared. For ouce in his life 
Bush could not read, and declined to accept the 
invitation to starve in the gutter while the big 
ehiefs of the organization are scurrying hither 
and thither in state and with kingly air. None 
of the acts walked out of this theater at any 
time, and the same cunditions prevailed at the 
Academy. 

Picketing, one of the favorite pastimes of 
White Rats out of work, was brought into play, 
and proved to be the same sport it has always 
been. In front of the Lincoln Hippodrome a 
woman, who made herself notorious by the un- 
successful strike agitation in Oklahoma City, 
paraded back and forth, displaying a placard de- 
nouncing the theater as unfair. When the man- 
ager tried to reason with her she is said to have 
become disorderly, and tried to put on a prize 
fighting exhibition by swatting the manager in 
the face. As a sure weans of holding public and 
private sympathy at arm's length this method 
of getting ‘‘in bad,”’ resurrected from the Stone 
Age, has been found highly successful, and is 
one of the best means known to lose a cause, 
even where there is ne cause to lose. 


Chicago, March 12.—At 9:10 p. m., in front of 
the Windsor Theater, Cora Youngblood Corson 
and two girls in her musical act are being 
loaded in a patrol wagon; eight more girls will 
be arrested within ten minutes. At 7:30, during 
the first show at the Kedzie, twelve male per- 
formers were picketing and one was arrested as 
ringle der. Four men in front of the Lincoln 
are picketing with placards pinned on coats. 
No disturbance in front of Academy and no 
pickets,

Chicago, March 12.—At 9:45 p. m, a troupe ef 
six acrobats was arrested in front of the Avenue 
Theater. There is trouble at the Indiana, but the 
manager refuses information. Beoking agents 
are making headquarters at ‘the Windsor, where 
houses phone for instructions. Six more of Cora 
Youngblood Corson's girls have been taken to 
a station house, all aharged with creating a riot 
and disturbing tle peace. 


St, Louis, Mo., March 12.—Although there 
has ‘not been what can be called an attempted 
strike in St. Louis by the White Rats, some 
trouble was caused last week, which resulted 
in thirteen White Rats’ sympathizers being ar- 
rested in front of the Grand Theater and two 
in front of. the Garrick Theater on Tuesday 
night. From reports the pickets stationed be- 
fore the theaters had been instructed, or took 
it upon themselves, to annoy any and all per- 
sons within their ‘*zone."’ Hand bills, declar- 
ing the Grand Opera House unfair, were part 
of their ammunition, and profane language con- 
stituted the remainder, 

The agitaters in St. Louis have been coming 
out only at night, and the goal is inevitably the 
police station 

The St. Louis theaters are paying no attention 
to the petty annoyaners, and the public has not 
so much as given the matter a thought, The 
attendance is the same as usnal, with no falling 
off whatever at the various performances. 

An amusing thing in connection with the 
arrests is the press notices which George W. 
Seargeant, deputy organizer of the White Rats 
in St. Louis. put over on one of the daily papers, 
spreading the fearful news that “forty vaude- 
ville playhouses in about ten cities had closed 
as a result of the White Rats’ desire for 
justice."" Seargeant explained to the newspaper 
that the theaters had been boycotted by the 
White Rats and just naturally had to close. The 
only thing the matter with his fairy tale is that 
it was untrne from the first word to the last, 
and if he believes forty theaters, or even one 
theater. had closed on account of the White 
Rats, then it should be good news te the inter- 
national executive that at least one of his 
“assistants” is a good press agent in the wrong 
direction, and in a limited way at that, 

Manager Wallace, of the Grand, is very in- 
sistent that he is content with conditions as

they are, and that his theater is suffering none 
whatever. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 12.—Everything in 
Kansas City, as far as the White Rats and 
their strike talk are concerned, is very quiet. 

Manager Cyrus Jacobs, of the Globe Theater, 
went to St. Louis yesterday on account of the 
illness of his father. Harry Portman, assistant 
manager, today received word from the V. M. 
P, A. representative in St. Louis that Deputy» 
Carr, of the White Rats, was in st. Louis last 
week, but that no trouble was anticipated in 
Kansas City, and that picketing in East St.’ 
Louis had been virtually stopped. 

The rumors, evidently started by White Rats, 
that the Industrial Council here was behind the 
White Rats, have been denied in their entirety 
and branded as false. All artists here this week 
state they will under no circumstances walk 
out of a theater without giving the customary 
two weeks’ notice, pending settlement or arbi- 
tration. 

All managers in the city are fully prepare, 
however, for any emergency, and claim they 
will not be caught napping if anything turis up.

San Francisco, Cal., March 7.—Sam Harris 
has announced that plans are under way andl 
contracts signed for a four-story building, to 
be erected on O'Farrell street, opposite the Al- 
ecazar Theater, to be used to house the office 
of the Ackerman & Harris and Western Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Association Circuit. In addi- 
tion to quarters pertaining to the strictly vaude- 
ville end of the business, there will be a pro- 
jecting room and storage vaults for motion pic- 
ture films.

PROPER PRESS MATTER 
IS URGED BY MANAGER 


Claims Some Stuff Now Sent 
Out Is Impossible—Subject 
Worth Consideration 
by Producers 


New York, March 10.—The manager of a 
house on the No. 2 Circuit was in New York a 
few days ago and, in an interview with The 
Billboard’s representative, said he had followed 
with interest The Billboard's crusade for better 
books in burlesque. 

‘I wish,’’ be said, ‘‘that you would also keep 
whacking away on the matter of publicity, and 
make producers see the advantage of handing 
us proper press material. Some of the stuff sent 
us is absolutely impossible. Much of it is mar- 
velous from the standpoint of spelling and punc- 
tuation. I could tell you shows that haven't 
changed their press matter in years. When they 
started they must have bought a million sets 
of matter, and figured on using it forever. The 
shows have been changed, but the agents, in a 
most slovenly way, endeavor to fix over the 
old press material so that it will somewhat 

‘ conform to the new show, They take a lumber- 

man’s pencil, cross out the names of the per- 
‘formers and insert new names, When the 
changes are complete not even the man who 
made them could decipher the interlineations. 
That is the sort of rot they expect us to work 
on, Some managers may think this fit stuff to 
send to editors, but I do not, and am obliged 
to have the whole business revamped. If I 
didn’t I would soon lose the prestige I now en- 
joy with the editors.” 

This matager touches on an old subject in 
a most lucid way, and the pathetic part of it is 
‘that he is right. There may be house managers 
who do not know good press matter when they 
see it, but every one of them knows that there 
is a vast difference in the quality of the pub- 
licity which comes to them. As long as this 
condition exists burlesque cannot expect co-op- 
eration from the newspapers. Most of the dra- 
matic productions send out creditable publicity. 
It isn’t an expensive luxury and _ burlesque 
shows would do well to give the subject more 
serious thought. 


KAHN TO ABANDON DALY’S 


Will Give Up Stock Burlesque There 
at Expiration of Lease May 1 


New York, March 10.—A new chapter is to 
le written in the destinies of Daly’s Theater. 
B. F. Kahn will give up bis stock burlesque 
ventures there on May 1, when his lease ex- 
pires. When Mr. Kahn restored burlesque to 
Daly’s he spent a large amount of money in 
renovating the house. At first business was 
Lard sledding, but it has been built up so that 
today burlesque is paying a profit there. Mr. 
Kahn Says, however, that the rental is too 
high to make the business sufficiently profitable 
to bother with. Another thing which influences 
Mr. Kahn’s decision to give up the house is the 
Musical Folly Circuit, in which he is interested. 
He figures that his hands will be full enough 
with. this’ business, and that it is advisable to 
drop -some-of his other issues. 

The question is, what will be Daly’s next 
policy? The location of the theater is too gool 
to have it remain idle long. It is understood 
that one or two parties are already making 
overtures for it.

BILLBOARD INTERVIEWS 


HARRY VON TILZER 
One of the Most Prolific Song Writers 
of the Past Decade, and a Music 
Publisher Who Publishes His 
Own as Well as Other 
Writers’ Song Hits 


By WILLIAM W. RANDALL 


New York, March 10.--Show me a man who is 
enthusiastic over his business, and more espe- 
cially in the show business, and I will show you 
a successful man. At least this applies to Harry 
Von Tilaer, who is the subject for discussion in 
this interview. The Billboard representative had 
a pleasant talk with this well-known song writer 
and music publishet the other day. Harry Von 
Tilzer is one of the most geniai as well as én- 
thusiastice people you will meet in all the realms 
of tippan alley ot melody land. 

He never was intended for a music publisher. 
It was forced npon him. But to begin at the 
beginning. He is a real Hoosler, having first 
seen the light of day at Indianapolis, Jnly 8, 
1872. This reckoned in years does not seem to 
be such a long time, but Von Tilzer bas man- 
aged to crowd a great deal of expetience into 
these years. He tells me that be ran away from 
home to join Barnum’s citens when only 14 
years of age. Wr find him later acting and 
singing on the circuits, He was with the late 
Lewis Morrison, when the latter was playing 
“‘Faust’’ throughout the countr$, and about this 
time doubled up with George Sidney, and was 
appearing at Tony Pastor’s on Fourteenth street, 
in a singing turn. Mr. Von Tilzer was the frst 
one to introduce singers in the audience popu- 
larizing songs with singers on the stage. 

Song writing just came to him natural, and I 
presume that he has written the mnsic to more 
American songs than any two other comporers, 
His first song was written in 1892 for Willis 
Woodward, at that time one of the leading 
music publishers. [Particularly since 1896, or 
only twenty years ago, Mr. Von Tilzer has been 
the author of the following songs, most of 
which were big hits: You'll Get All That Is 
Coming To You, Stories That Mother Told Me, 
When the Harvest Days Are Over, Jessie Dear; 
All Aboard for Blanket Bay, Down on the Farm, 
Jack, How I Enry You; The Ragtime Dance, 
All Alone; Just One Sweet Girl, I Want a Girl 
Just Like the Girl That Married Dear Old Dad, 
When the Flowers Bloom in the Springtime, 
They Always Pick on Me, The Ragtime Goblin 
Man, Summertime, Hannah, Won't Youn Open 
That Door; Down Where the Wurtzburger Flows, 
When the Band Begins To Play, Cubanola Glide, 
In a Hammock Built for Two, My Old New 
Hampshire Home, Under the Yum Yum Tree, 
Keep Your Foot oa the Soft Pedal, I Love My 
Wife, But Oh You Kid; Idaho, Mariutch at 
Coney Isle, I Want To Be the Leading Lady, 
My Lady Hottentot, My Bamboo Queen, I'd 
Leave My Happy Home for You, Moving Day,

When asked about the movement of the song 
publishers to raise the price of music copies he 
said he was in favor of it if all of his com- 
petitors would abolish the ‘‘song pluggers,” 
which he considered a real menace to the pftos- 
perity of the music trade. He was glad to 
see, he sald, that the practice of “‘song plug- 
ging’’ was on the wane, and before anotber 
year had rolled around he hoped to see it dove 
away with entirely. 

Harry Von Tilzer has been a writer of song 
hits for a quarter of a century, and he must 
have some idea of the game, for he has recently 
said to budding song writers: ‘In the olden 
times perhaps, when the the bards sang to 
please themselves, sang because their hearts in- 
sisted upon releasing pent-up emotions, artifice 
and trickery were unknown. In those days, 
however, the song makers did not have to con- 
cern themselves with the likes and dislikes of 
the public, and they gave no thought to fame 
or finance, their sole reward being the knowledge 
that others loved their songs. The ability to 
write heart interest songs is a gift endowed by 


date 325,000 coples have been sold, and the end 
is not yet.

IS INCREASED BY $4,000 


Managers in Charge of 
Chicago Highly Elated 


Benefit Performance in 
Over Its Success—New 


Sketches Make Program Different 
From Ordinary Benefits 


Chicago, March 10.—The benefit on behalf of 
the Actors’ Fund of America, staged at the Au- 
ditorium Friday afternoon, increased the Fund’s 
exchequer by approximately $4,000, of which 
$3,000 was from tickets. While the perform- 
ance did not net the Fund as much as in former 
years, yet under financial difficulties, due to 
the war scare, the managers in charge feel 
highly elated over the proceeds and the suc- 
cess of the entertainment. 

Over ove hundred attractive chorus singers 
and coryphees, selected from the musical come- 
dies and burlesque companies appearing in town 
this week, volunteered in the curtain raiser, 
“‘Let’s All Be Americans Now,’ headed by 
Etta Pillard, of Stone and Pillard, from the Co- 
lumbia. 

Stars from every theater in town were on the 
bill, and Chicago’s elite and club leaders filled 
the ‘diamond horseshoe,’’ the boxes and audito- 
rium proper, while Chicagoans from all walks of 
life filled the remainder of the theater. 

Among the things that made this year’s show 
different from the ordinary benefit was the pres- 
entation of a number of new sketches, two by 
Chicagoans—Somewhere in Mexico, by Robert 
Mears McKay, featuring graceful, handsome 
Donald Brian as a valorous American aviator, 
and Hellfire and Brimstone, by the famous Chi- 
cago dramatic critics, Frederic and Fanny Hat- 
ton, presented by Margaret Anglin. 

Then the Henry Walthall Company of the 
Essanay Film Co. gave an interesting travesty 
on cinema life—that is, they gave a rehearsal 
of a picture, down to the ‘‘take,” showing the 
trials and tribulations of screen stars and the 
great bugaboo of film life, the director and cine- 
matographist really at work on the production 
of a picture.

New York, Mrch 10,—In explaining the rea 
sons for the appeal to theater managers through 
out the United States, which appears in their 
advertisement on another page, the Co-Opera 
tive Association makes it quite clear why this 
movement is the first real solution to many of 
the existing evils and impossibilities which 
both the managers and the profession at large 
have had to endure through lack of a better 
system of producing and distributing things 
theatrical to the public’s advantage. 

“In earlier days, when cities were mucn 
smaller,"’ said an official of the Co-Operative 
Association, “and there were but few 
real theaters compared to today, it 
seemed easy enough for ai few indi 
viduals to supply the demand, but with our 
present times the conditions have changed so 
rapidly, so many theaters were added to the 
list, thousands of more actors have come into 
the field, yet the system of handling such a 
vast problem has not changed, for we do not 
even have as many different producers now as 
we had before, and little by little they have 
bowed to the impossible, until today they al 
most admit they are whipped. ‘Tis true they 
are still busy and give to the public many 
beautiful and worthy attractions, and we can 
never hope to improve much if at all on their 
efforts, yet we hope to greatly improve upon 
their system of production and distribution, 

“In the first place they have greatly handi 
capped themselves by indulging in circle draw 
ing far too much. By this we mean they im 
mediately try to create a ‘class’ with the public, 
then create a ‘class’ with the artists to such 
extent that it becomes next to impossible for 
any artist outside of this ‘class’ to even get a 
hearing—yet the time comes when he no longer 
can find the artist he wants. 

“Not long ago a noted author in a speech 
said: ‘Many plays are now on the shelf waiting to 
be produced and the producers can no longer 
find artists for the casts, that they are all 
in pictures,” etc. To show the fallacy of this 
we started out to prove it by going among the 
professionals, and found many most capable 
acd splendid actors who are absolutely without 
work, but stated they could not get any better 
than a ‘nothing doing’ from the manager; 0 
fact, the writer was present at one of the-e 
scenes, and the answer of the manager was 
not only brutal, but it was beneath the moral 
dignity of even a coal driver. The truth is the 
producers and that author meant that they 
found it hard to secure the same old ‘class’ 
artists he bas had in his circle, and does not 
know the right method of finding the new ones 
who might do even better than the former ones. 
and so they cry: ‘Poor old drama," while the 
public in other cities ask: ‘Why do we not get 
something good once in a while.’ 

“The whole situation is this: The population 
is too large, so many hundreds of theaters to 
supply and so few producers at the game and 
the artists so scattered, the managers so sick 
of reading plays, for it is Hike overeating, they 
suffer with acute (play) indigestion, and, as ! 
heard one remark, “This d—n New York mob’ 
shows what effect the whole idea bas had on 
him, 

‘To cure this trouble we must bave a more 
universal idea. One organization at least which 
is in direct tonch with the entire profession of 
artists, authors and composers; this ograniza- 
tion to have ‘publicity and managerial zones 
all over the United States, with a representative 
in each zone to keep in close touch with the 
association and all things that concern is 
public In the theater. He owns shares. Many 
of his public own shares, The interests of the 
whole association become mutual, and, thereby. 
greatly beneficial to all concerned. 

‘The association, on the other hand, bas an 
open system throughout, knows where every 
artist is, bis capabilities and salary wanted. 
All are shareholders and have an interest aside 
from salary In an Institution which at all times 
is working for his or her betterment by pre 
viding work and making dividends, 

“The whole thing must be accomplished 
through it being an universal fdea, not * 
‘clasay little circle;’ an open market for authors 
and their plays, for actors and singers, for 
managers and theaters, shareholders univer 
sally and shares perpetual. It will become * 
trading world by itself. We don't think that 
the sensible managers are going to see 07

New York, March 10.—The long looked for 
production of The Canterbury Pilgrims was pre- 
sented Thursday night before an unusually large 
and most fashionable audience. The opera, by 
native composers, was sung in English. 

Briefly speaking, the production and tbe ren- 
Jitien of the music were in every way satis- 
factory. The orchestra was well handled by 
Artur Bodansky and brought out Composer 
De Koven’s beautiful melodies in musical ac- 
cord, 

The story of the opera, the four scenes of 
whieh are laid in England in 1387, is as fol- 
lows: Chaucer, first poet-laureate of England, 
traveling incognito with pilgrims from London 
to Canterbury, encounters Alfsoun, the wife of 
Bath, a woman of the lower middle class, 
buxom, canny and full of fun, who has bad five 
busbands and is looking for a sixth. She 
promptly falls in love with Chaucer, who, in 
stead of returning ber sprightly attentions, con- 
celves a high, serious, poetic affection for the 
Prioress, a gentlewoman, who, according to the 
ustom of the time, although holding an ec- 
Jesiastical position, is at the same time a 
~nlar person, having taken no vows. 

The wife of Rath, however, Is determined to 
vin ber man at all costs, Devising a plan for this 
sbe wagers that she will be able to get from 
the Prioress the brooch bearing the inscription, 
“Amor Vincit Omnia,.”” whieh the Prioress 
wears on ber wrist. Should Alisoun win, 
Chaucer Is bound by compact to marry her. 

After much plotting, and by means of a dis- 
culse, the wife of Bath wins ber bet, and 
Chancer roefully contemplates the prospect of 
presenting his hand to her. In this plight he 
appeals to the King, Richard I!., who announces 
that the wife of Bath may marry a sixth time 
if she chooses, but only on condition that he 
be a miller 

At this juncture a devoted miller, who bas 
been one of ber attendant swains, joyfully ac- 
cets the task, and the play ends with a scene 
of bappy reconciliation between Chaucer and 
the Prioress, 

Sembach, as Chaucer, was in fine voice, and 
looked and acted the part satisfactorily. He 
's one of the best of our young tenors. Madam 
ber sang the part of the wife of Bath in a 
vanter most pleasing, as she invariably does 
e all the roles she understakes. 

The scenery is from the brush of Homer 
‘mons, while the costumes were designed by 
livingston Platt. The scenes were most elab- 
orate, the choruses were excellent and the ballet 
ery fine. 

The wusical critics were lavish in their praise 
f the new work. 

The Times said in part; ‘The management 
‘as done all ft could for The Canterbury Pil- 
‘rims, and the Thursday night subscribers were 
‘reated to a really sumptuous production of 
Messrs, MacKaye and De Koven's work. There 
vas a large andience present that listened to 
‘he performance with interest and amusement

It is a curious affair, with pungent 
satire directed at arbitrary technicians of the 
drama, and a keen atmosphere of melodramatic 
mystery. An element of refined yet bristling 
comedy combined to make it emphatically «a 
play for discriminating theatergoers, and we 
should say budding dramatists as well. 

Having retired from the stage that has sv 
long honored bim Mr. Sothern has set himself 
up as a playwright, but this effort, we tbink, 
bas gone over the head of the average theater 
goer. Mr. Craig has done everything possible 
to make the new play go, and the cast ani 
production is as perfect as possible. Mary 
Young, as the boy-girl, was very charming. 
The whole company worked well, showing per- 
fect, stage arrangement. 

The New York papers were not over kind tuo 
the new play, whose fate at this writing ts in 
the balance. 

The Times said: “It Is a half satire, half 
burlesque of denouement, peripetia, natural dia 
logue, coincidence and all of the other dramatic 
organs over which the students in courses in the 
drama love to bold autopsies and taik knowingly. 
Mr. Sothern must have written his play with 
many a chuckle, infinitely many more chuckles 
than last night’s audience indulged in, for it 
is essentially a play for actors, dramatists, 
erities and other analysts of the drama.”

Many thousands of admirers and even some 
critics of Capt. Jack Crawford, the Poet Scout, 
were pained to learn of his death last week, 
after an illness of a month, at his home in 
Woodhaven, N. Y., at the age of seventy. 

John Wallace Crawford was one of the real 
unique figures of the platform and numbered 
his friends by many score. There was no better 
known lyceum attraction in the world, and, 
while he had some of the temperamental eccen- 
tricities of many another genius (as who has 
not?), he carried around a heart that was as 
big as the mourtain peaks about which he wrote 
so many inspiring poems and a love for human- 
ity as deep as the Grand Canyon—the ‘‘Al- 
mighty brand’’—which he helped to keep im- 
mortal in song, story and platform recital. 

He was late chief of scouts of the U. S. 
Army, was with General Custer in the Indian 
uprising, and did personal service for that 
martyred chieftain. In later years, in addition 
to writing many stirring verses, which were 
published in the magazines and in book form, 
filling thousands of lyceum engagements, form- 
ing a juvenile organization with many thousands 
of members, the Boy Heroes of the World, and 
doing other worthwhile work, he wrote a num- 
ber of motion picture scenarios, appearing in 
some of them, and played a conspicuous part 
in the Vitagraph spectacle, The Battle Cry of 
Peace, 

Capt. Jack, God rest your soul! You fought 
many a battle—fought long and well, but ever 
you were found fighting on the better side. 
Requiescat!

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‘HEAR AMERICANS FIRST 


Replying to an often-asked question, “‘How 
can The Billboard assist misguided, young mu- 
siclans?”’ the following letter, responding to 
several Inquiries made by this department re- 
cently, is sufficient answer thereto: 

New York City, March 3, 1917. 
Concert Editor, 
Billboard: 

Dear Sir—Your Concert Field has been called 
to my attention by a mutual friend. I am very 
must interested in what you aim to accomplish, 
not so much for my own sake, but because your 
proposition seems to be honest and earnest in 
trying to fill a need which you feel exists. AND 
IT SURELY DOES EXIST!! A book could be 
written upon my own personal experience; in 
fact, I did write an article, which was sub- 
mitted to Musical America, They refused to 
publish the article because It was too outspoken, 
I have taken the liberty of answering a few of 
the questions you have asked, and will be glad 
to do my share of your good work.

Before going further into the subject of 
“misguided musical genius’ we would be pleased 
to read the article above mentioned, although 
we do not promise to publish it. It may en- 
lighten us along certain avenues where we are 
now hopelessly groping about in the dark, A 
little more light on the methods of inferlor 
instructors—both vocal and instrumental—the 
attitude of hichbrow musical publishers, and 
any individual stories of the hardships en- 
countered will be gratefully received. In re- 
turn for this confidence we will endeavor to 
help bonest young musical students, struggling 
for the world’s recognition of their artistic 
ability. 

Replying to our query relative to incompetent 
forvign teachers ruining a young voice, our In- 
formant has this to aay: “Ruin it entirely, un- 
less the inefficiency is discovered in time, when 
a competent instructor might possibly undo the 
injury, Your Concert Field would be a real 
benefit if it would guide green country students, 
who lack nothing, except someone to put them 
in the care of a teacher who teaches volce 
production—NOT SONGS—and one w') finds 
the soul of the pupil, rather than the purse."’ 

In reference to the assistance furnished to 
musicians through the columns of Musical Amer- 
fea and Musical Courier, “They are out for 
themselves in a perfectly legitimate way, but 
they fail for that very reason to be an instru- 
ment of service to the young, unknown artist, 
who can not afford to pay the large prices they 
ask for publicity!’ 

From our correspondent’s viewpoint David 
Bispham's vaudeville experience bas not lowered 
his bigh standard among musicians of sterling 
worth. And this is pleasing news, because such 
artists as Bispham, Mme. Jomelli, Craig Camp- 
bell, the Kouns Sisters, and other singers of 
note now touring vaudeville, not only lift a pro- 
gram from the so-called lowbrow strata, but 
they educate and enlighten while entertaining. 


MUSICAL GOSSIP 

Once more the epidemic of Sunday afternoon 
concerts has attacked Chicago in its most 
virulent form. On the afternoon of February 
27 five important musical events took place fn 
as many important theaters, the most elaborate, 
from a musical standpoint, being the Alma 
Gluck-Efrem Zimbalist recital at Orchestra Hall, 
Miss Gluck'’s piece de resistance was the sing- 
ing of six folk songs, the one labeled American 
turning out to be My Old Kentucky Home, While 
this is by no means a folk song, perhaps it is our 
best imitation, and the singer won ber hearers’ 
hearts with her rendering of the plaintive mel- 
ody. In some of her more ambitious efforts she 
was not quite equal to their requirements, but 
she is filling a great public demand. And with 
her she is bringing into popularity her telentea 
husband, Zimbalist, who has long been acclaimed 
a8 @ great violinist, but extremely diffident. 
The two combined at the end of the program 
& couple of songs with violin obligato, of which 
Fiddle and I was particularly well received, 

Over in the Grand Opera House the American 
Symphony Orchestra, after several weeks* 
absence, was heard in a very good program— 
Massenet's Phedre, an overture and three se- 
lections from Carmen. Egan Parnell and Leo 
Sowerby were the soloists, 

George Hamlin, Chicago's operatic tenor, gave 
* recital of songs at Powers, One of this popular 
concert” singer's greatest gifts is his clear 
enunciation, and had he rendered his selections 
‘n English, since good translations exist, he 
would have been still more popular, Foreign 
languages are hecessary at times, when there 
are no English versions, but where they do 
exist the artist errs not to employ the version 
best understood by his auditors. 

At the Playhouse Edward Collins, the planist, 
rendered Chopin's B-flat minor sonata, Mr. 
Collins is an artist with a technique that never 


falters, with a sensitive and accurate feeling 
for effects. These attributes make him one of 
the sanest and most interesting pianists in 
Chicago. 

Another local concert pianist, well liked in 
Chicago, is Henlot Levy, at the Illinois. The 
reason for this artist's popularity is readily 
understood, for he feels the pulse of his audi- 
er-e, After several classic selections he charmed 
with Schulz-Eviers’ Arabesques on Strauss’ 
Blue Danube. 

Shirmer’s A Child's Day in Song, will be the 
motive of Manna Zucca’s recital at Aeolian 
Hall, New York, March 17. This petite prima 
donna wrote the lyrics, while Mabel Livingston 
Frank is responsible for the verse.

And while we are writing about American 
composers this department—without the ad- 
vantage of a musical education—thinks Ethel- 
bert Nevins made a few European composers 
sit up and take notice when he established a 
new metre. Nothing more welcome on a con- 
cert program than Maidens All and Shepherds 
Fair. And his Lullaby and Narcissus! Real 
American music by an American college gradu- 
ate and descendant of a New England pioneer. 


From effete Bost pposedly the creme de 
la creme of American culture—comes this won- 
derful piece of intelligence: Mr. Harold Bauer's 
Moderns—so run the headlines. Then in a 
marvelously penned article, two columns or more 


long, are set forth the ‘‘Moderns.’’ Now, shades 
of immortal Verdi, Beethoven, Bach, Brahm, 
Wagner, or some other wonderfully cherished 
composer, enlighten The Concert Field, what is 
a “Subjective Skriabin,”’ a ‘‘lucent and glam- 
orous playing,’’ an ‘‘altogether linear music,” a 
“seratching of arabesques.’”’ We are told this 
is real American music—that is, Mr, Harold 
Bauer's Pastorale is. And we are here to be 
corrected because ‘‘pastorale,"’ to our stunted 
American mind, is something soothing, verdant, 
rural—taken, we believe, from the plain, every- 
day word, ‘‘pasture,”” a poem relating to 
simple life. So if it please, tell us just what 
Harold Bauer did on that one Saturday after- 
noon in Jordan Hall, in effete Boston, when he 
waded through shades of immortal composers 
to find that American composition is worthy 
of having his name attached thereto. 


Some decade ago we knew Yvette Guilbert 
as a chantant singer, clever, versatile, and an 
artist to her finger tips—or, more correctly 
speaking, to the tips of her long, bleck gloves. 
Twice within a week we have listened to 
Madame Guilbert, at Orchestra Hall, Chicago, 
render most delightful recitals. But—and here's 
the rub—Mme. La Parisienne seolded us so! 
Because we Americans—new artists of a new 
country—allow foreign countries and foreign 
composers, who know nothing of America or 
American manners or customs, to select our art 
and artists. And La Petite Guilbert knows her 
American audiences—knows them and has loved 
them ever since she, with her piquant charm, 
first entered into our hearts as an artist—al- 
though at that time only as a comedienne. 
Then, to make amends, Guilbert rendered her 
wonderful conception of Legendes Dorees—the 
song story of the nativity of Christ—rendered 
as only a French artist of her vivid imagination 
and graceful impersonation can. Gullbert is 
French—delightfully so—but she loves America 
and all things American. Vive la Guilbert! 


Two very dainty lyric sopranos, now in big- 
time vaudeville, are Nellie and Sarah Kouns. 
At present these clever songsters are undecided 
just what plan to pursue for the future. Their 
ambition calls them to the concert stage, but 
they are very popular with the patrons of vaude- 
ville. Wish they would stick to the latter, as 
they are classic enough to always go back to the 
concert stuff. 


Want to know who the Concert Field thinks 
is a wondei.ul American composer? Oh, we 
know what you highbrows are going to say, but 
don’t forget that savants of the old world— 
with worn-out kings, queens, emperors and 
empresses—have stood at attention when HE 
led hig band! Hats off to John Phillip Sousa! 
The man that made European composers sit up 
and applaud.

Yes, a road local would be a good 
thing, but under present conditions would not 
be practical, especially on dramatic shoy I 
agree with some of my colleagues in ft if 
many of our trouping musicans would spend just 
one-half the time they devote to growling, pos- 
ing and. consoling themselves with the thought, 
‘Oh, well, we get by,’ eat conscientious study 
and cultivate a more intimate acquaintance with 
their instruments, it would very soon improve 
the quality of our trouping bands, and also 
tend to raise salaries. A leader with a dra- 
matie show is usually bandicapped on account 
of improper instrumentation. However, I have 
been fortunate here, as Mr. Harrison, our 
manager, was a trouping leader long before he 
became a playwright and producer, hence he 
realizes our needs. No parades, no jamming, 
at least one standard number at each concert, 
making frequent changes in the music library 
to instill interest, have produced good results, 
and most of my bunch have been with me at 
least five years. We will have a big ad in Old 
Billyboy soon, as we expect to increase our 
musical organization this coming season, using 
seventeen men in band and twelve in orchestra. 
The management is having a ‘take-down’ band 
stand built on a large auto truck, on which 
the band, seated in concert formation, can be 
transported directly to the ‘main’ corner. We 
are also framing a fifteen-minute fan‘y drill 
for the band, one which Mr. Harrison used very 
successfully some years ago. There seems to 
be a ‘gasoline epidemic’ on this company—three 
of the musicians have cars, and Otto Weikoff 
(Germany), clarinetist, is studying aviation. 
Guess I had better hit the ‘Coda.’ Would like 
to hear a word from Charles Fisk, Cleve and 

Earl Dayton, and 

Holiy Rossmyn.”’

Phil, in fact, started in the out- 
door game when but fifteen years old at piten- 
ing. He lays claim to being the first to put on 
a weighing machine, and this on the streets of 
Boston.

Major C. F. Rhodes sends the following from 
Paris, France, under date of February 5: ** 
read with pleasure the column devoted to Talk 
ers-and Lecturers.

The reaxsen is this: On a side-show 
he makes possibly half a dozen openings a 
day, all still, and he is supreme. H- can talk 
one minute or thirty minutes, On a carnival or 
exposition he has from ten to fifty shows, 
geipes, riding devices, bands and lots of other 
things for opposition. I have kuown talkers who 
have made over a hundred openings a day. At 
the Pan-American Exposition, Buffalo, there 
were more high-class talkers than have 
ever been together before or since that time. 
Would like to have George Hamilton write the 
names for publication in your column; also the 
different shows they worked for. In conclusion 
I would like to have the opinions of various ones 
in reference to this: Do you think you will 
have to talk as much to Old Saint Peter when 
you step away from this old world, to get 
through the gates of Paradise, as you did to 
get the public to d¢posit dimes for tickets of 
udmission here below?’’

PENNSYLVANIA FAIRS REPORT 


Fifty-Eight —yomey Show Attendance 
of Over Million 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 10 10.—Fifty-eight county 


and local agricultural societies which have filed 
reports wit the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture showed a total attendance of 


1,575,041 people for the fairs and meetings 1n 
1916 as compared with 1,402,474 for 1915. Nine 
associations which showed. an attendance of 
106,300 in 1915 reported that no fair was held 
during the past year, while thirteen associa- 
og which reported in 1915 an attendance of 

5.552 have "failed to file reports for the past 
year. 

The outbreak of infantile paralysis at the 
beginning of the fair season caused a large 
decrease in attendance, and in some instances 
served for the cancelation of fairs. The de- 
crease in attendance is due entirely to the ab- 
sence of the children, as in all other ways the 
1916 fair season was one of the most successful 
in the history of the State. 

Twelve of the fair associations show an in- 
crease in attendance over 1915, but many show 
that the attendance was equal to that of past 
seasons, and the decrease amounted to but a 
few thonsand in nearly every instance. 

Fifty-six of the reports show that agricul- 
tural exhibits were given special consideration 
ond. that the premi paid ted to 
$S7.467.80, while forty-four associations with 
racing tracks paid out $90,575.32 in race ck 
premiums, The — premiums reported 
amounted to $178.043.1 

The agricultural +» ‘of the county fair ex- 
hibits has been decidedly increased during the 
past year. Thirty associations paid more for 
agricultural premiums than for horse racing. 
At the Allentown Fair $16,275 was id for 
agricultural premiums, while but $7, was 
expended on the. track. 

Some of the fairs where agriculture was 
riven chief importance were: Dayton, Armstrong 
County; Towanda and Troy, Bradford County; 
Clearfield, Clearfield County: Conneant Lake and

MOTION PICTURE THEATERS 
GROWING FEWER EACH YEAR 


Seating Capacity Per City Also Decreasing, 
According to Figures Submitted by the 
N. A. M. P. I.— Upholds Contention 
of Industry Against More Tax 


New York, March 12.—Not only is the number 
of motion picture theaters decreasing all over 
the country, but the total seating capacity per 
city is also decreasing, according to figures snb- 
mitted Saturday to the joint Legislative Com 
mittee which ie «itting at the Murray Alll Hotel 
to investigate the motion picture industry with 
a view to determining its suit as a subject of 
special taxation. The figures, which were «ub 
mitted by William A. Brady, president of the 
National Association of the Motion Picture In 
dustry, covered twenty of the chief cities of 
the country, of which thirteen showed a decrease 
in the number of theaters, «ix an inctease and 
one no change, 

New York, Philadelphia and Chicago showed a 
mest decided decrease, and in Chicago, where 
there were exact statistics, the decrease in seat 
ing enapacity totalet 29,000. indicating that 
while the number of theaters was decreasing the 
size of those remaining was, contrary to the 
xeneral impression, also decreasing.

the small bouse manager, and’ the penal pro- 
vision which prohibits the admission of small 


children is often violated... He further de- 
clared that he believed that there should be one 
day's rest in seven, particularly for the motion 
picture operators. For that reason he believed 
in Sunday observance, but thongbt it foolish to 
permit certain shows on Sunday and prohibit 
others. He also stated that he favored a law 
whereby filtro operators weuld be compelled to 
pass more than a perfunctory examination and 
that they should alxo be compelled to serve a 
probation perial before filling positions. At 
thie juncture the witness was informed by Sen- 
ator Walker that such a bill is already pending 
in Albany. 


The commissioner's testimony brought out 
several other Interesting points. He submitted 
ficures as to the number of licenses in the city. 
and estimated that the datly attendance at 
New York theaters was about 600.000, and that 
5O per cent of the afternoon audiences and 10 
per cent of the evening audiences were children. 

Benjamin B. Hampton, president of the Gen- 
era! Film Company, was also a witness at the 
inquiry Thureday, and took a filme at the high 
salaries paid motion pleture «tars. 

“It is utter idiocy—utter folly,”’ said Mr. 
Hampton, “to pay such- enormone = salaries, 
Chariie Chaplin and Mary Pickford ate worth 


three quarters of a million a year, but to pay 
those actors, who, on the tegitimate stage, re- 
ceived $20,000, and then on the screen get 
$100,000, in real cash, too, is beyond any de- 
fense,”* 

He also went on record as opposed to the 
vile pictures, and said that at present the in- 
dustry euffered as much from censorship, more 
often ridiculous than helpful, than from any 
other cause, and that each State hae a different 
method. He also described how the business 
loses millions each year in thefts. He said this 
was done by means of a clever duplicating ma- 
chine, by robbing of sections of the films and 
by other petty stealing methods. Other losses, 
incurred from mutilation and from inexperienced 
operating. could be wiped out by proper State 
reguiation. He pald a high comp!iment to Com- 
missioner Bell when he stated that it was the 
opinion of the big film interests that Commis- 
sioner Bel! had established an ideal department 
in the city. 


Commissioner Bell stated that there were 864 
licensed theaters in the city, exclusive Of the 
circus houses, with a total seating capacity of 
690,266, Of these 421 are motion picture houses, 
209 open air and 65 common show houses. In 
1916 there were 1,036 licensed theaters, a® against 
1,169 in 1915. The committee continned its 
hearing Friday and Saturday.

FERD BARTELS ON JUMP 


Returns to New York, Stays One Week 
and Is Off Again for South 
America 


New York, March 10.—-Ferd Bartels, of Henry 
Bartels Company, has just returned from a trip 
to South America, extending over four months, 
during which time he went on an extended ex- 
ploring jaunt into the interior of Colombia for 
wild animals, snakes and birds, which he brought 
back to New York. 

The collection te one of the most interesting 
that has been seen in New York in some time 
and contains several very rare specimens, among 
them being a great ant bear, which is now on 
exhibition in the Fairmont Park Zoo at Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. Bartels left New York alone on November 
4. On bis arrival at Cartagena, Colombia, he 
made up a party of twelve natives and started 
for the interior up the Magdalena River. The 


trip was made in canoes and was unusually 
perilous because of the high water. For five 
days they paddled up the stream until they ar- 
rived at Calamar, Mr. Bartels made a s,ec al 
effort to obtain large specimens of boa con- 
strictors and bronght back over fifty of the 
reptiles, all of them being sixteen feet or over 
in length. 

“1 had the greatest difficulty In persuading 
the natives to go snake bunting,’ sald Mr, 
Bartels. “All of the natives are deathly afraid 
of the snakes, and it was only by working with 
them and urging them on that I was able to 
get them to do anything In this direction,” 

Mr. Bartels also brought back nearly two 
hundred odd monkeys, among them being several 
fine ring talls, spider monkeys, ete. Fifteen 
macaws, two ocelots, a big variety of parrots 
and iguanas, two pairs of pacas and two pairs 
of South American turkeys were also obtained 
and brought back to New York in the shipment. 

Another rare and interesting bird that ts In 
the collection is a dncans, a small, brightly 
colored bird with a large pelican-like bill and 
which eats by throwing its food Into the alr 
and catching !t as it comes down. . 

The trip back was an unusually hand one, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bartels. Excellent weather was 
experienced unt!! Cape Hatterras was reached, 
when it became very cold and many of the 
animals suffered keenly from the change In tem- 
perature. The return trip was made on the 
Tnited Fruit Company Ship, Carrello, which 
docked in New York last Friday. Since that 
time the Bartels estabiisument at 72 Chambers 
street has been crowded with visitors. 

Mr. Bartels will leave for another trip to 
South America today, going in search of birds 
and marmosets.

We would like to see the other 
contests incorporated. This will make the prize 
money sure. Ag it is a little late this year, why 
not all the secretaries of the different contests 
eall a meeting this fall and arrange a circuit 
for next season? I would like to hear what 
all the other secretaries have to say along this 
line.”’ 

(Mr. Gable—We have euggested, yes, even 
asked, time and again, for the contest managers 
to get together and try to form an association 
like the fair secretaries have, in order that by 
co-operation they could all work together for the 
best interests of the game. Some seem willing; 
others seem to want to go it all alone, regard- 
lees of what the others may do. The Billboard 
stands ready now, and has at all times, to boost 
the frontier contest game. But nothing can be 
done along this line near so well as a set of rules 
to govern all events absolutely the same at all 
contests; also a fair and square announcement 
ahead of time as to just what the actual prize 
money is that will be paid im each and every 
event, and provision must be made to assure the 
contestants ahead of time that the money ad- 
vertised will be paid. It is absurd to call the 
winner of each event at every contest a world’s 
champion. We would say each contest give the 
championship for the district in which the con- 
test is held, and that at the contest which gives 
the largest cash prizes, where it is usually the 
place that the greatest number of the best con- 
testants compete from all districts, the world’s 
championship be awarded. We wili be glad at 
all times to publish the opinions of all managers, 
secretaries and contestants regarding these mat- 
ters. This department is conducted for your 
interests—use it. There are several people who 
have made a practice in the past of galloping 
up to some little town and telling the natives 
that for such and such a consideration they 
would put on a real contest, and then drop in 
with a few old ponies and some cowboys and 
cowgirls who were announced as world’s this and 


that. The result was a bad show, nothing like . 


what had been promised, and then the natives 
said they had been gypped. From now on we 
are going after these deals and the people who 
pull them off. They are noe good for the game, 
or any one in it.—ROWDY WADDY.)
